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by some mysterious means, many to whom they 
present no imitation of anything material or 
immaterial, and who associate with them no 
other idea than that of melody or of harmony. 
These are, probably, the persons whom Rousseau 
had in view when, mistaking the exception for 
the rule, it seems to have been his design, in 
one of his wayward moments, to reduce that 
which is at once an art and a science, to the 
low rank of a sensual, gratification. But in 
justice to that eloquent writer, it should be 
added, that, in his Essai sur VOrigine des 
Langues, he at once demolishes his own defini- 
tion — which, unfortunately, has been so widely 
circulated — by the interposition of a simple 
negative: eg. — 'La musique n' est pas l'art de 
combiner des sons d'une maniere agr6able a 
1'oreille.' 

Thus far our attention has been directed to 
instrumental music, or that which is dependent 
on no auxiliary for effect, on no words to explain 
its meaning, on no gesticulation or scenery to 
illustrate it. We have now to consider music as 
produced by the human voice in alliance with 
language, whether poetical or prose, and with or 
without instrumental accompaniment.
